Som e practical suggestions should be made as to how more 


interest can be aroused in these questions that come home so 


closely to all of us.

M any of the older people would say that political in­ 


terest w as more gener.il and widespread in their early days 


than it is now'. 
T hey would recall seeing the men sitting 


around in cid tim e workshops at their noon hours, discus­ 


sing politics quite ardently. 
N o w we are told that people 


are so interested in the abundant opportunities for sport and 


am usem ent that their attention is diverted from political 


subjects. 


Y et if a person starts out early with a keen interest .in 


this subject, such a one does not have to be urged very 


m uch to keep it up. 
Such people naturally want to read 
and hear about governm ent matters, and rivalries of politics 


seem like a very interesting gam e to them. 


D ebates on political subjects were formerly one way 


in which interest was excited. 
A ncient questions like “pro­ 


tection,” “the gold standard or bim etalism ,” or “prohibition 


or liquor license,'' etc., were taken up. 
Some w ould have 


said that those debates were commonplace and that people 
m erely repeated ancient arguments, but 
those 
questions 
seem ed trem endously vital then. 


T hey formally got I he young men interested by in­ 
ducing them to join marching batalions. 
That could not 
probably be done now.

on political subjects were a fine thing to have in schools
